Rome, Nov. 25. : 

HE Duke d’ Uzeda flatter’d him- 

felf, that the King his Mafter 

would have efpous’d his Quarrel 

with Cardinal Grimani, and: have 

‘made it his own caufe ; but 6n Thurfday aft 
an Exprefs came to Signior Molinos Dean 
of the Rota, by which his Catholick Majefty 
gave him to underftand, that he difapprov’d 
of all chat his Ambaffador had done in this 
Affair ; and that the Duke fhould not only 
give fatisfaction to the Pope, for having con- 
tefted with his Holinefs the Right of placiag 
Guards about his Palace, but likewife come 
to an Accomodation with Cardinal Gri- 
mani: The Ambaffador was not a little mor- 


tified at this Meflage ; but in. obedience to . 


the King his Mafter , he immediately went 
to the Venetian Ambaffador to defire him to 
interpofe his good Offices once more to pro- 
cure an amicable Accomodation of this Mat- 
ter; and the fame day an Accomodation 
was effeed in the following manner; The 
Embaffadrefs of Spain fent her excufes to the 
Cardinal de Grimani; The Cardinal return’é 
Anfwer to the Duke d’Uzeda, that he was 
very forry for the Accident that had hap- 
pen’d, tho’ he believ’d he had not given an 

juit caufe of offence to his Dutchefs, well 
Knowing what was due to a Perfon of her 
Sex and Quality ; To which the Dutchefs 
made this reply, That fhe had receiv’d no 
offence from his Eminency for whom fhe 
hada great deal of Efteem and Veneration, 
but from three of his Domefticks ; Where- 
upon the Cardinal turn’d them all three out, 
of his Service; But the Embaffadrefs defir’d 
him to take them agen ; and he comply’d 
with her requeft. The Pope holds frequent 
Congregations of State on the prefent Jun- 
Gure of Affairs , and particularly thofe of 
Ttaly , which make him very uncafie ; and 
notwith{tanding the Difference between Car- 
dinal Grimani ‘and the Duke d’ Uzeda is ad- 
jutted by the inrerpofition of the Ambaffador 
of Venice, his Holinefs has order’d a ftrong 
Guard to be kept ftill between their Quar- 
ters ; he has likewife commanded a Reinforce- 
ment of 20 Mento be added ‘to the ordinary 
Guard of every Gate of Rome, who are not 


to admit any Spaniard or Neapolitan into the 


City ; a Guard is likewife pofted on the Tiber 
for the fame end: Mean time he feems to 
be very well fatisfied with the King of Spain's 
acknowledging his difapprobation of theCon- 


du& of his Ambaffador, and leaving it to his 


Holinefs to do with him as he fhould think 


fit; and ’tis believ’d that Clement XII. who 
at firft demanded that the Duke d' Uzeda 
fhould be recall’d, will defire his Catholick 
Majefly to continue him in his Embafly. 
Naples, Nov. 21. The Duke d’Efcalona 
our Viceroy has imprifon’d feveral Merchants, 
for making 2 Images of Wax, (one to repre- 
fent the Emperor and the other the King of 
Spain,) and paying great honour to the firft 
at a Feaft on St. Martin’s Day, and treating 
the other very unmannerly and throwing 
Wine in its Face. The Viceroy has fent 
fome Officers of his Guards with 200 Spa- 
niards to the Spanish Ambaffador at Rome ; 


and intended to fend him more, but defifted - 


from it upon Signior de la Tremouille’s re- 


prefenting to him that the Pope would take 


it very ill, having declar’d that he would ne- 
ver fuffer any Forreign Minifter,or any ether 
Perfon whatfoever, to entertain arm’d Men 
in Rome. 

They write from Leghorne of the 24th,

In the mean time the Pri- 
vateers of Martineco appear very thick about 
the Englifh Iflands, and have of late carry’d 
off 14 Prizes. 
Fat Dec. 19. Yefterday the Good Li- 
berty of Flushing brought in here a French 
Prize, laden with Oyl, Gc. With the Ships 
bound to the Weftward, failed the Joy 
Galley of London, with Corn for Faro ; 
as foon as fhe was through the Needles fhe 
over-fet, and all the Men were drowned, 
Which Advice we have from one of the Ships 
of her Company that is put into Torbay. 
Yarmouth, Dec. 19. Yefterday came into 
our Roads the Mary Galley from Scotiand, 
where fhe had landed thofe Officers who are 
to raife Recruits there : and afterwards ha- 
ving cruized for feveral days faw not one 
Sail, but by Tempeftuous Weather has loft 
all her Anchors.
